There is no 
pouder factory in this conmlex, Until Decenber 1947, povwer?al oxe 
plosions were frequently heard in the area between Grosses Mittal 
and the powler factory; these have now greatly dicinished (three or 
four in February). Ths magazines wore danaged in the war, but have 
been rebulit by the Russians; the old barracks heave been renaired 
and enlarged. Armmnition arwvives by rail, but moter convoys have 
aiso been observed in the area.

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factory 4s surrounded kr 2 wire fence 3 meters highs along the fence are 
nevly-dug holes, cach 150 er deep,at intervals of 20 n.

Six wooden bar- 
yacks in the southwest corre: are partiy destrered and have no windows. Five 
wooden tarracis in the noritvest appear to bs newly-built. A stere room 
near the south boundary is demaged and appears umused. “nm the southeast 
comer is an underground Innier surrounded by a high earth wall; from this, 
a broad trench leads toe the center of the factory. Two guard huts vith 
armed sentries are situatec. cleng the west side of the fenes. Russian 
goldfers in overalls were uecn carrying shells from the interior of the 
factory along the trench tc. the underground bunkers each soldier carried 
one shell about 60 - 70 em long. On the ground lay an artillery shell 
about SO om long, caliber estimated at 29 em, with detonater sereved on. 
Aroursl the base wore bore hose 2 om an diemoter. 


5. Leoons 


All troops in the barracis camp on tae road leading from Theresienfeld to 
the Teitel works wear bive sieulder boards. Most of the few troops in 
surroinding villages wear ‘hie epaulets; some wear black, Occasionally, 
troors with red and ersen opaulets are seen, but always singly and never 
in proups. Cn 6 March 1941, tuo traias, each consisting of 7 cars, entered 
the Tritel verks and wera unleaded, It is estimated that 100 Russians are 
oceupicd in the works. 
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
